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ENGINEERS BAFFLED 


GSI Speaks Crisp, Clear 'English' 


Imagine walking into your science, 
math, or engineering class and being 
confronted with a GSI who speaks perfectly 
enunciated English. It’s happening, and it’s 
happening here at Michigan. 

Dozens of students in 
EECS 307 have filed 
complaints in the last 
few weeks with the 
College of Engineering. 

EECS 307 professor 
Lenny Thurston has 
been criticized heavily 
in recent weeks for 
employing the very 
WASPy David Smith as 
a GSI in his class. 

Some students have 
become so unfamiliar 
with the near-dead 
English that they have 
difficulty understanding the American-born 
Smith. 

“What the hell is he saying?” asks Sean 
McIntyre, an Engineering junior, “it’s not 
heavily accented with Japanese, Korean, 
Arabic, Romanian, Russian, or any of the 


712 Hindi dialects I’ve mastered via my 
engineering classes. Maybe it’s Esperanto.” 

Smith was born in Gaylord, Michigan, 
and his parents pushed him into speech and 
debate classes from a young age. He has 
excellent projection and 
enunciation, has no lisp, 
and does not mutter. 

“I don’t see what the big 
deal is, really,” said Smith 
with heartbreaking clarity, 
“I’m not hindering [the 
protestors] education.” 
Students beg to differ, 
however, claiming that the 
sense of accomplishment 
derived from deciphering 
the foreign languages, 
facial ticks, hand motions, 
and spasms of normal 
engineering GSIs provides 
a distraction from the tediously easy 
coursework. 

“I had this one GSI who was deaf and 
mute,” recalls Sara Wilson fondly, “and he 
only wrote in ancient Sumerian cuniform. 
Deriving any benefit from his existence was 


completely impossible, thank God. I mean, 
organic VLSI and hyper-AI that could 
create a living, breathing android being just 
gets so boring without a challenge.” 

Analysts express concern that the 
University’s overall reputation will suffer.

Gary Kasparov Defeated by 
IBM's "Deep Throat" 


LAS VEGAS, NV—In yet another much anticipated show¬ 
down between man and machine, Gary Kasparov was de¬ 
feated last week by IBM’s latest chess playing 
supercomputer, Deep Throat. The match against the ob¬ 
viously wilier machine had Kasparov fans baffled. 

“He really got off to a bad start. In his opening move, 
he shoved a pawn forward eight spaces, wavered back, 
moved a little to the right, dropped it, and then moaned,” 
longtime chess aficionado 
Harold Wilkins said. “I 
was thinking to myself, 

That can’t be legal, can 
it?”’ 

Kasparov, who during 
most of the match had his 
eyes closed in ecstasy, con¬ 
tinued to confuse onlook¬ 
ers with his series of jerky, 
illegal moves. Later in the 
match, Kasparov clutched 
his opponent’s black rook, 
licked his bishop, beat the 
chess clock many times in 
frenzied succession, and 
finally knocked over the 
board, earning a disquali¬ 
fication. 

“When the judges dis¬ 
qualified him, I had no idea what was happening. It isn’t 
like Gary to just throw a match like that,” Wilkins said. 
“He seemed really nervous or excited. Maybe he was ill. 
Maybe something was happening under the table. I 
couldn’t tell from where I was sitting.” 

The defeated Kasparov was visibly shaken after the 
match. When asked what his main difficulty was in taking 
on the computer, he cryptically replied with just one word, 


The latest offensive in a long assault against the 
‘Melting Pot’ metaphor was launched Tuesday at a press 
conference called by the Gaseous Minority Association.

Meanwhile, 
many in the chess 
community fear that 
Kasparov may be los¬ 
ing his edge. “Usu¬ 
ally when Gary loses 
a match, he goes into 
a deep funk for 
months,” explained 
long-time associate 
Gary Coleman. 
“While in this deep 
funk of his, he usually 
scribbles pictures of 
his opponent in Hell, 
complete with 
screaming demons, 
lakes of blood, and the 
crying damned. He is, 
indeed, still doing this 
for Deep Throat, but he is also drawing little hearts all 
over the page.” 

A rematch is scheduled for late February. In the mean¬ 
time, the design team will be performing what is described 
as “quality assurance testing”, although Kasparov has re¬ 
portedly begged IBM to have rematches several times a 
week starting as soon as possible. 


politically correct Salad Bowl metaphor, in which minority 
groups mix into the mainstream but do not lose their 
cultural identity.

ANN ARBOR, MI — Michigan’s anthropology department 
has embarked on a massive project to unravel one of the 
fundamental mysteries of human existence: why anyone 
would major in anthropology.
